An arrest has been made 
in the disappearance of 
about $232,000 from Bridges 
Community Health Centre. 

Niagara Regional Police 
are calling the case, first 
reported in July, as an 
employee-related fraud 

Bridges Community 
Health Centre, a non-profit 
organization that from 
offices in Fort Erie and Port 
Colborne provides health 
care, illness prevention, 
health promotion and com¬ 
munity development initia¬ 
tives, discovered a number 
of questionable purchases, 
invoices and cheques writ¬ 
sometime last year, said 


Officers with the central 
fraud unit began an investi¬ 
gation in 2012 and discov¬ 
ered Bridges lost $232,000 
over a four-year period. 

Police were again called 
following a forensic audit 
conducted on the health 
centre earlier this year. 

Police Thursday arrested 
and charged a former 
Bridges employee with theft 
over $5,000 and fraud over 
$5,000, but said they will 
not be releasing the identity 
of the accused. 

Amy Devereaux, execu¬ 
tive assistant with Bridges, 
said she was not able to

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To treat or not to treat prostate cancer, that is the issue 


Dear Editor, 

Autopsy studies show 
that 50 percent of men 
over age 59 have pros¬ 
tate malignancy, and 
three out of four over 
age 85. One in seven 
North Americans will 
also be diagnosed with 
prostate cancer in their 
lifetime. Yet only one in 
every 28 men will die of 
prostate cancer! 

Obviously, not all men 
need to be treated. 

A report in Nutrition 
Action says that most 
prostate cancers are 
harmless and before the 
PSA test became avail¬ 
able, men never knew 
the disease was present. 
And Dr. Lawrence Klotz, 
chief of Sunnybrook 
Cancer Centre in 
Toronto, is concerned 
that unnecessary sur¬ 
gery or radiation treat¬ 
ment leaves some men 
with impotence, diar¬ 
rhea and urinary incon-

Because of these com¬ 
plications, in 2012 the 
U.S. Preventive Service 
Task Force recommend¬ 
ed that, because the 
harm exceeds benefit, 
men should not take the 
PSA test. The inventor of 
the test came to the 
same conclusion! 

The problem is that 
some prostate malig¬ 
nancies are “pussy cat” 
cellular changes, similar 
to gray hair, while others 
are like hungry tigers 
that kill. Now, more 
urologists, particularly 
in Canada, are saying 
there’s no hurry to rush 
treatment. Rather, it’s 


prudent to keep watch 
on low risk cancers 
using the PSA test, biop¬ 
sies and the Gleason 
Score to separate low 
threat cancers from 
lethal ones. 

The Gleason Score is 
determined by micro¬ 
scopic examination of a 
biopsy of the prostate 
gland. A pathologist 
analyses the cellular 
pattern and gives a 
Gleason Score of 1 to 10. 
Dr Klotz informs patients 
with a Gleason 3 score 
that they have a pseudo 
cancer, part of the aging 
process. For those with a 
Gleason 6, Klotz says 
this is not a metastatic 
condition. And he 
believes that in older 
patients a Gleason 7 can 
be treated with surveil¬ 
lance. Even without 
treatment these patients 
live 15 or more years. 

Klotz adds that since 
1995 he has followed 
1,000 Canadian men 
with localized prostate 
cancers using a PSA test 


every 3 to 6 months and 
a biopsy every six to 12 
months. He has seen 
only 14 deaths due to 
prostate cancer and 
overall there was a 10 
times greater chance of 
dying of causes other 
than prostate cancer. 

Today a few cancer 
centers use an MRI to 
follow low risk prostate 
cancers. But, whatever 
approach is used, there 
are no guarantees. For 
instance, a prostate 
biopsy may detect a low 
risk malignancy. But 
there is always the 
chance It may have 
missed a not too friendly 
cancer. So the risk of 
under treatment does 

One also has to con¬ 
sider human psycholo¬ 
gy. Doctors have 
preached for years the 
importance of early 
diagnosis and treatment. 
So it’s hard for patients 
not to say, “Doctor 
you’ve diagnosed an 
early prostate cancer 


that may be not life- 
threatening, but you’re 
not going to do anything 
about it?” 

Certainly, if you are 
in your late 60s or 70s, 
watchful waiting appears 
to be a prudent 
approach. As one famous 
U.S. urologist remarked 
to me, "Getting older is 
invariably fatal, cancer 
of the prostate only 
sometimes.” 

But some patients 
find it impossible to live 
day after day knowing 
that prostate cancer is 
present even though it’s 
friendly. Klotz also 
reminds us that sur¬ 
geons and radiologists 
make their living by 
operating and using 
radiation techniques to 
treat this disease, so 
there may be a tendency 
in that direction. 

When a death occurs 
that should not happen 
it is a terrible tragedy. A 
tennis friend of mine 
once called saying, ‘Tve 
had a PSA test that’s ele¬ 


vated, so my family doc- 

urologist. Five biopsies 
of the prostate were nor¬ 
mal. But he decided to 
do a sixth and it showed 
a bit of microscopic can¬ 
cer. What should I do?” 

He was 74 years of age 
so I told him to do noth¬ 
ing. Without treatment 
he would live at least 
another 15 years. But he 
could not accept living 
with a non-lethal cancer 
and agreed to a radical 
prostatectomy opera¬ 
tion. He died of a pul¬ 
monary embolism as he 
was leaving the hospital, 
a totally needless death. 

Unfortunately, 
patients and their doc¬ 
tors still need the 
Wisdom of Solomon to 
reach the right decision.

Campground on parkway closed

Residents who had been 
calling Frenchman's Creek 
Park Motel and Campground 
their home were shocked on 
Friday when they received 

the site was being closed and 
they had to be completely 
evacuated by Wednesday. 

Niagara Region Public 
Health issued a notice that the 
site be closed down due to an 
outstanding issue with raw 
sewage leaking onto their land 
and migrating onto public land 
and into waterways. 

"It was Niagara Region Public 


The Town does support the 
closure though - this is really 
about public safety," said Grant 
Boutin, manager water and 
wastewater services with the 
Town of Fort Erie. 

Frenchman's Creek Park 
Motel & Campground received 
notice in 2011 that repairs 
needed to be done to their 
sewage system in order to 
comply with safety and health 
requirements. Those repairs 

The original notice was given 
to them by the Ministry of 
Environment. 

"The Town didn't get 


involved with this until a cou¬ 
ple of weeks ago, but there 
can't be sewage leaking onto 
any grounds," said Boutin. 

The Fort Erie Salvation Army 
was feeling the jolt from this 
closure as this gave people 
who lived there five days to 
pack up their stuff, find a new 
home and evacuate the place 
they had been calling home. 

"The landlords had known 
for awhile that this was hap¬ 
pening, but chose to tell them 
on Friday instead of giving 
them proper notification," said 
Andrew Jolley of the Salvation 

His job over the past three 
days has been to help direct 
people to affording housing 
options or to shelters. 

"The problem is that there 
isn't a lot of affordable hous¬ 
ing in Fort Erie - it's a very 
valuable asset if you have it," 

People living at 
Frenchman's Creek Park 
Motel and Campgrounds paid 
roughly $400 to $500 a month 
and units included apart¬ 
ments, cabins or trailers.

"Some of the people living 
there worked at the track, some 
were on assistance. They 
thought they had finally found a 
stable place to live. It's not the 
nicest place, but they could call 
it home," said Jolley. 

He received the call from dis¬ 
tressed tenants on Monday who 
were looking for help from The 
Salvation Army. 

”1 was invited there on 
Monday by residents. According 
to the tenants all they were told 
was that the campgrounds were 
condemned and that they had 
until Wednesday to pack up and 
get out." 

About 20 people found them¬ 
selves without a housing option 
when told of the news on Friday, 
but Jolly said he was happy to 
see that many people did find a 


solution on their own. 

"The people of Fort Erie are so 
used to facing adverse situations 
that they seem to be able to 
handle it quite well, but with 
that said we still have about 
three people who have no where 
to go at the end of the day today," 
said Jolley. 

By Wednesday water to the 
park had been shut off, leaving 
people without running water 
to complete the final day of their 

"People are very upset with 
this, I haven't heard anything 
from the landlord, but it's my 
understanding that he had this 
news in his hands for a very long 
time," added Jolley.

"No illness was reported as a 
direct result of this, but anytime 
you're dealing with raw sewage 
it can initiate sickness.

Because of the overwhelming 
demand at The Salvation Army's 
food bank, Elliott Innes, com¬ 
munity services manager, said 
they have to start looking at 
large scale food drives to keep 
up.

Almost everyone has some¬ 
thing in their cupboards that 
they can give to bring hope to 
another family. 

"We're not asking people to 
give to every kid, but to give 
what they can. We don't want 
people feeling bad if they run 
out of canned goods." 

He said volunteers for the 
Salvation Army will be recog¬ 
nized by a volunteer badge and 
the line "Trick or Can." 

Innes said the only thing he 
asks is that people do not donate 
expired items. 

"Last year we had a can of 
soup that expired in 1994. We 
just ask that you don't donate 
items that you wouldn't feed 
your own family." 

Last year was the "experi¬ 
mental" run for Trick or Can 
and about 32 students got 
involved, brining in a half a ton 
of food. 


"We thought if 32 kids could

Though Innes said he's see¬ 
ing a positive shift in Fort Erie 
and that people are taking back 
their pride, it's still a slow tran¬ 
sition and people will continue 
to need the food bank until the 
transition is complete. 

"We have a lot of people that 
are using the food banks that 
used to be donors."

For the first time in a 
month, Mary-Catharine 
Khruziak says she has rea¬ 
son for optimism. 

Kuruziak said she was 
amazed by the public outcry 
after a story was published 
informing people that the 
wildlife rescue centre she 
runs from her Wright St. 
home in Welland had been 
shut down by the city 
because the property does 
not have appropriate zon¬ 
ing. 

“I am stunned. In tears 
actually,” said Kuruziak, the 
only Ministry of Natural 
Resources licensed wildlife 
rehabilitator in Niagara, 
qualified to care for every 
kind of indigenous wild ani¬ 
mal in this area. 

She said tears were “never 
too far from the surface 
these past few weeks” when 
she thought about the ani¬ 
mals she's been unable to 

“I can’t stop doing this. 
It’s not possible for me to 
stop,” she said. “I can’t live 
with myself knowing that 
there's nobody that's going 
to help them.” 

Now, for the first time 
since she was ordered to 
cease operations, Kuruziak 
is hopeful. 

She said people have 
donated more than $1,500 
on the niagarawildlifehaven. 
org website and dozens of 
others have pledged their 
support. 

But rather than use dona¬ 
tions to apply for a zoning 
amendment with no guar¬ 
antees it would be approved, 
Kuruziak said she would 
rather put that money into 
setting up a new wildlife res¬ 
cue centre in Port Colbome. 

She said she has her eye 
on about a hectare of prop¬ 
erty on the city’s rural east 
side, listed at about 
$150,000. 

“We’re going to move,” 
she said, Monday. "We want 
to buy that place because it’s 
within our budget We can 
afford it.” 

It will, however, need 


ready to serve as a new 
home for Niagara Wildlife 
Haven. 

While any donations she 
can get will help pay for 
those renovations, Kuruziak 
said she plans to make the 
largest donation — selling 
her Welland home to pay for 
the property. 

“It’ll belong to the com¬ 
munity. A board will run it,” 
she said. “I want this left to 
ensure that when I’m gone 
there’s a place for wildlife to 
go somewhere in the 
region.’’ 

Welland and District 
Humane Society executive 
director fohn Greer wasn’t 
surprised by the response to 
Kuruziak's story. 

He said he’s planning to 
provide as much support as 
he can to Kuruziak, adding 
he agrees with her plan to 


move to Port Colborne. 

"I think it’s for the best for 
everybody if she had more 
of a rural setting,” Greer said, 
adding he also plans to get 
involved in any fundraising 
activities that may be orga¬ 
nized to assist Kuruziak. 

Harriet St. resident Fred 
Zita, whose backyard is 


directly behind Kuruziak's 
property, said his neighbour 
has done a great job of 
cleaning up her yard since 
about 20 neighbouring resi¬ 
dents signed a petition com- 


Wildlife Haven. 

“I’m glad they’re moving, 
though, because it’s really 
bad in the summer,” he said, 
referring to odours from the 


animals that have been 
caged there. 

Kuruziak said Niagara 
Wildlife Haven will reopen 
by next spring.

YAZ / YASMIN; A LOOK AT THE RISKS VS. BENEFITS 

There has been some recent concern from patients taking the oral contraceptive 
pills Yaz and Yasmin regarding the pills’ safety. The concern stems from the release 
of media reports stating that these two brands of birth control pills (containing the 
ingredient, drospirenone) have been linked to the deaths of 23 Canadian women. The 
worry is that drospirenone - a type of progestin - carries a higher risk of developing 
a blood clot compared to other brands of birth control pills that do not contain this 
particular progestin. The purpose of this article is to discuss the reality of these risks 
and to alleviate any concerns patients may have. 

Although many of the reported deaths resulted from blood clots, one cannot 
assume that the oral contraceptive is to blame. It is known that blood clots are a risk 
with birth control pills, but there are also many other reasons why someone could 
develop a clot. There has been no strong evidence to indicate that the contraceptive 
pills were the reason for these deaths. Health Canada has stated that the benefits 
of Yaz and Yasmin still outweigh the risks when used according to the labelling 
instructions. 

There are warnings on the drug label about the risk of blood clots with these 
medications which may be 1.5 to 3-fold higher than with other contraceptive pills. To 
indicate this small difference, the FDA found that 6 women in 10,000 develop a blood 
clot while using other birth control pills in one year, and about 10 women in 10,000 
using Yaz or Yasmin will develop a blood clot in one year. Yes, this is slightly higher, but 
to put it into perspective, up to 29 women in 10,000 will develop a blood clot during 
pregnancy. In other words the risk of blood clots is much higher if a women becomes 
pregnant than if they were using any form of birth control. Yaz and Yasmin are still 
considered to be safe and effective, so if you are using either of these medications, 
and are not experiencing any adverse effects, it is reasonable to continue their use. 

Many factors come into play when deciding which birth control pill to take or 
even whether to take one at all. Some things to consider are a woman’s history of 
blood clots, heart attack or stroke; age; smoking status; and with Yaz and Yasmin, 
liver or kidney disease. It is important for women to discuss these details with their 
doctor in order to make the best decision.
